Verfailles, Jan.5. 
N.the 29th of !aft Month, the Pope’s 
Nuncio in Ordiriary to this Court had 
Publick Audience of the King, and de- 
liver’d a Letter, importing , That his 
Holinefs being affured that the Repub- 
lick of Venice never had a Defign to difpleafe his 
Majefty, he hop’d the Affurances which fhould be 
given of the fame by the Ambaffador of that Re- 
ublick, would be favourably receiv’d by his Maje- 
hy ; and that forgetting all caufe of Complaint that 
may have been given’ him, his Majefty would re- 
new his Ancient-Kindnefs to the Republick. The 
day after, Signior Alouifio Pifani.Ambaffador of Ve- 
nice had Publick Audience of the King, with the 
ufual Ceremonies ; He made a Speech to the King, 
and confirm’d all that he had faid on the Part of the 
Republick, by a Letter written by the Republick, 
which he prefented to his Majefty. This Letter 
was full of great Proteftations: of the Republick’s 
Defire to merit the continuation of his Majefty’s 
Affection, of which the Republick has receiv’d 
peculiar Marks — the Courfe of his Glorious 
Reign : expreffing the Republick’s regret, that fome 
Judiciary Proceedings, which the Republick thought 
it felf oblig’d to make, fhould have difpleas’d his 
Majefty; and declaring that the Republick had 
confert'd’oh Signior Pifani whe Character of 
baffador Extraordinary only to give the more fo- 
lemn Demonftration of the Republick’s difapproving 
all that may have given to his Majefty to 
complain of its Proceedings ; concluding, that if any 
thing might be added to this Declaration of its 
Sentiments, the Republick intreated his Majefty to 
fupply what may be wanting in the force of the Ex- 
preifions of this Letter, to his Majefty’s entire Satis- 
faction. The Character of Ambaffador Extraordi- 
nary expiting on the difcharge of this Function, 
Signior Pifani has refum’d that of Ambaffador in 
Ordinary. 
- They write from Strasburg of the 25th of laft 
Month, That 48 Huffars who deferted lately from the 
Enemy, were come into that:City, and have lifted 
themfelves in the Regiment of their Country-men 
that is forming there, of. which there are already 
170 Men. Letters from Bafil and Frankfort advife, 
That the Elector of Bavatia has extended his Quar- 
ters on the North of the Danube; That he has laid 
up great Magazines at Ulm, Memmingen and other 
Places ; That he is augmenting-his Tt by new 
Levies; And that the Eftates of Swabia which 
affembled at Heilbron, feparated on the 15th with- 
out coming to any Refolution on the Propofitions 
that were made to them on the part of the Emperor.

Stacks of Hay. 

Hague, Jan. 11. The Squadron commanded by 
Rear-Admiral Vander Duffen is not fail’d yet, and 
Admiral Allemond who went on Board the fame to 
go with it to England, is come back hither. The 
Trumpeter who brought a Leter from. Marthal 
Boufflers to the Earl of Athlone, is return’d to Bruf- 
{els, being conducted to the Frontiers by one of the 
States Trumpeters, who was appointed to defray 
his Expences all the while he continued at the 
Hague, and till he is out of the Dominions of 
the States. "Tis not known what was his Errand, 
but "tis fuppos’d to be about releafing the French 
Officers taken at Leige, Gc. 

The French have reinforc’d the Garrifon of Traer- 
bach with 1000 Men, who came down the Mofelle 
in Boats, norwithftanding the great Fire of the Al- 
lies that are Garrifon’d in Bern-Caffel and Ktoef.

On the 15th of December, the Elizabeth, Jacob 
Hely Matter from Smyrna, which place he left on 
the 15th of May, arriv’d at Leghorne. 


Falmouth, Dec. 31. This day came in here a Fly- 
boat of 3 or 400 Tuns from Piymouth, belonging to 
Denmark, bound to St, Ubes ; which reports that 2 
French Privateers were on Board her, one of 22,and 
the other of 16 Guns, both belonging to St.Maloes. 

Plymouth, Jan.1. Gn the 30th came in here 
Her Majetty’s Ships the Exeter and Suffolk frou the 
Kaitward to Clear and Refit here : The Leonore of 
London , Thomas Hedges Matter, for Neyis, Her 
Majefty’s Ship Shark, who came out of Pefcadavia 
the 25th of November laft , in Company with the 
Dreadnought, two Maft-Ships on the Queen's ac- 
count, and 13 Merchant Ships, but moft feparated 
from them. Yefterday came in the Phoenix of Ham- 
bourgh, for Lisbon, and Swan of Hambourg fot 
Oporto. 

Dartmouth, Jan. 1. This day put in here by ftor- 
my Weather the Efperance of Hambourg from Lor, 
but Jaft from Bell-Ifle, having been retain’d by the 
French 7 Months ; but not being adjudg’d a Prize 
was fer at Liberty,and is now bound home for Ham- 
bourg, laden with Sugar, &c. There is now in 
‘Torbay Her Majefty’s Ships Pembroke, Centurion 
and Dover { as alfo the Society of London for the 
Maderas. 

Yai mouth, Jan. 2. This day arriv’d here about 50 
{mall Veffels from Holland, under Convoy of Her 


Majefty’s Ships Winchefter and Foy, who pafs'd 


through the Roads with about 14 SaiJ of them for 
Hull, the reft are bound for this Port. 7 

Cowes, Jan. 3. This day came in here the Queen- 
Galley of London for Leghorne, che Hannah of Lon- 
don for Oporto, the Mary of London for Lisbon, 
the Ann Galley of London for Viana, and the Two 
Friends of London for Lisbon. 

Deale, Jan. 3. Six of the Queen's Ships, and all 
the Ourward-bound Merchant Ships continue ftill in 
the Downes.
